DEBATE STARTS ON 
ANOTHER MEASURE 

Effort to Limit Debate to 
96 Hours Needed Two- 
Thirds to Win, Lacked 
a Majority. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The Senate voted today to ay 
aside an anti-poll tax bill after re- 
jecting, 44 to 36, a debate-limiting 
cloture petition intended to halt 
a Southern Democratic filibuster 
against the measure. 

By a vote of 41 to 35, the Sen- 
- ate adopted a motion by Senator 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, to take up 
a measure to provide artifiical 


limbs for veterans. 

This automatically displaced the 
house-approved bill outlawing the 
collection of a poll tax as a re- 
quirement for voting for Federal 
officers in eight Southern states, 
which had been debated since last 
Tuesday. 

Senators McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada; Pepper (Dem.), Florida, and 
Taft (Rep.); Ohio, protested 
against Clark’s motion on the 
ground that its approval would 
displace the poll tax bill without 
giving the Senate a direct vote on 
whether to lay the bill aside. 

Opposes Delaying Vital Bills. 
*Clark’ answered that he, like 
Pepper, had voted to invoke clo- 
ture because he did not believe 
the Senate should permit a fili- 
buster during critical periods of 
war, but said that at the same 
time, important legislation for 
veterans “cannot be delayed.” 
Clark said he was against pas- 
sage of the anti poll tax bill. 

Majority Leader Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, who voted for cloture, and 
acting Minority Leader White of 
Maine, who voted against it, 
joined in supporting Clark's mo- 
tion. 

Barkley said in view of the Sen- 
ate’s opposition to cloture, any 
expectation of a vote on the poll 
tax bill was “a vain hope.” 

The vote to invoke cloture, 
which would have shut off the de- 
bate in 96 hours, was 36 ayes to 
44 nays. This was not only short 
of the necessary two-thirds of 
those voting, but short a majority. 

The Senate rejected a cloture 
petition by a tally of 37 yeas, 41 
nays in 1942 when the Southern 
group conducted a filibuster on a 
similar bill. 

Without debate limitation, 
leaders said there was no pos- 
sibility of bringing .the bil] to 
the bill's opponent to “talk it to 
death.” Senate procedure, unlike 
that in the House, where the bill 
passed overwhelmingly, permits 
unlimited debate.

LONDON, May 15 (AP). — A

A glut of eggs has appeared in) 
recent weeks on the St. Louis 
market, benefiting the consumer 
but creating a problem in the egg 
industry. 

Nearly 10,000 more cases of eggs 
reached the St. Louis market last 
week than in the corresponding 
week of 1943, according to figures 
compiled by the O’Connor Market 
Reporter. For the month of April, 
there were nearly 100,000 more 
cases than a year ago. A case 
contains 30 dozen eggs. Last week's 
figures were 52,210 cases as 
against 43,373 cases in 1943; April, 
were 234627 cases this 
year, 135,554 cases last year. 

To the housewife the egg abun- 
dance has meant that eggs for 
which she was paying ceiling 
prices a year ago she is now buy- 
ing much cheaper. 

Problems of storage and disposal 
of eggs have arisen in connection 
with Government buying program 
under the War Food Administra- 
tion, but egg handlers predicted 
that these difficulties, surrounded 
by technicalities, would soon be) 
ironed out.

Oklahoma Expected to 
Provide 22 Today — 
Washington State Adds 
18 Over Week-End. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
With Oklahoma Democrats lead- 
ing off today in the expected se- 
lection of 22 convention delegates 
favoring a fourth term, voters in 
California and New Jersey pri- 
maries will put the final seal of 
approval tomorrow on a first-ball 
lot nomination for President 
Roosevelt, 

To clinch matters even further, 


Delaware and Montana Democrats 
tomorrow will name small delega- 
tions which leaders predict will be 
for the President. The State com-, 
mittee has recommended that Del- 
aware’s votes be instructed for a 
fourth term and Montana leaders 
predict the same procedure for 
that State's 10 votes. 

Washington added 18 to the 
Roosevelt column over the week 
end and by tomorrow its total is 
due to stand at 677 delegate votes 
pledged and claimed, as against 
589 needed to nominate. 

In the California primaries, a 
52-vote slate favoring the renomi- 
mation of Roosevelt and of Vice- 
President Wallace will be chosen. 
Republicans will pick 50 delegates 
nominally pledged to Gov. Earl 
Warren, the G. O. P. convention 
keynoter, as a favorite son. 

New Jersey Democrats wil! elect 
delegates to cast 34 votes, with a 
fourth-term slate selected by 
Mayor Frank Hague of Jersey 
City and his aids opposed by only 
four unpledged district delegate 
candidates. New Jersey Repub- 
licans will elect 35 delegates, with 
party leaders backing an un- 
instructed group that ig opposed 
by 13 candidates openly favoring 


the nomination of Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York. Gov. Walter 
E. Edge said the unpledged slate 
was “going to push” for Dewey’s 
nomination. 

Montana Republican leaders 
favor an uninstructed delegation 
of eight from that State, with 
Dewey and Gov. John W. Bricker 
of Ohio showing strength among 
the candidates.

McKittrick Viewed as Formidable | 
Opponent for Clark in Primary 


Supporters of Senator for Renomination 
Realize This After Attorney General 
Got More Applause at Convention.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 15.— 
Close associates and supporters 
of United States Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark in his campaign for 
renomination have been forced to 
change their attitude of tolerant 
amusement toward the candidacy 
of Attorney General Roy McKit- 
trick for the Senator’s seat. 

This is the result of the recep- 
tions the two received at the 
Democratic state convention here 
last week. McKittrick, to the un- 
doubted surprise of the Clark 
supporters, received noticeably 
greater applause. 

It may be that the effect will be 
to put the Clark forces actively to 
work during the remainder of the 
two and one-half months of the 
primary campaign. If it is, Clark 
may be able to stem the unmis- 
takable tide which hag set in for 
the Attorney General during the 
more than two months he has 
been at work building a strength 
among influential elements with- 
in the Democratic party. 

So far there has been too much 
of a disposition among leading 
Clark men to dismiss McKittrick’s 
candidacy with a shrug and a re- 
mark that “it is absurd to ima- 
gine that a fellow like McKittrick 
can beat a man like Clark.” 

McKittrick Busy in St. Louis, 

McKittrick, who is a tireless 
worker, a campaigner of ability 
and a shrewd politician, has been 
working on his campaign dili- 
gently, courting the support of 
Democratic City Committeemen in 
St. Louis who are opposed to 
Clark for patronage reasons or be- 
cause of his tie-in with Chairman 
Robert E. Hannegan of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, hold- 
ing conferences with CIO leaders 
and assiduously circulating. an 
ingeniously collated record of 
Clark’s anti-Administration votes 
in the Senate. 

While it is usual for candidates 
to have an exaggerated idea of 
their own strength, to accept 
friendly pats on the back as se- 
rious pledges of support, persons 
close to McKittrick say that he is 
confident of the support of at 
least half the members of the 
Democratic City Committee in St. 
Louis, that he will have the sup- 
port of the CIO Political Action 
Committee and that opposition to 
Clark among old-line Democrats 
will result in McKittrick carrying 


‘the strong Democratic counties in 
‘the Little Dixie section of north 


central Missouri. 
Clark Supporters’ Claims, 

On the other hand the Clark 
supporters insist the Senator will 
receive a substantial majority in 
St. Louis, that he will have the 
Democratic leaders in Kansas City 
and St. Joseph for him, and that 
while he will encounter strong 
opposition in Greene County, 
Springfield, they have no doubt 
that he will carry that county. 

Any politician will admit that in 
past campaigns Clark has demon- 
strated an ability to iron out dif- 
ficult situations and to turn them 
to his own advantage. 

During the last few weeks of 
his first Senatorial campaign in 
1932 Clark came from far behind 
to win the nomination. He was in 
no serious difficulty in his second 
campaign in 1938, but this year he 
has encountered the opposition of 
a very sizable element in his 
party, the old regulars to whom 
the vote of a Democratic Senator 
against a measure advocated by a 
Democratic President is nothing 
“short of treason.” 


How Senator Reed Won. 


It is the same situation, though 
far less intensified, that former 
United States Senator James A. 
Reed met in his campaign follow- 
ing the last war and after he had 
opposed approval of the League of 


Nations, 


Reed, by the force of an attrac- 


tive personality, by oratorical abil- 
‘ity, by shrewd political manipula- 


tion and the votes of a good many 


thousand Republicans in the Dem- 


ocratic primary, won renomina- 
tion. 

Clark’s friends insist they have 
not the slightest doubt that he can 
do what Reed did. McKittrick’s 


supporters contend that Clark has 
|a much more formidable opponent 


in McKittrick than Reed had in

Kittrick, not Clark, will gain 
strength as the campaign pro- 
gresses.

Court agreed today to review con- 
viction of Gerhard Wilhelm 
Kunze, former national leader of 
the German-American Bund, and

the Selective Service Act. 

Kunze and the other bundists, 
including Wilbur V. Keegan, for- 
mer general counsel for the or- 
| ganization, were convicted in the 
[Southern United States District 
| Court of Southern New York and 
-each was sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment. The second United 
‘States Circuit Court affirmed the 
convictions. 

The Supreme Court at the same 
time granted a separate petition 
filed by Keegan on his own be- 
half. He asked for review of his

denied him hig constitutional right 
‘to practice his profession. Kee-

Minnesota State Tax Upheld. 

The Supreme Court upheld 5 to 
4 today an $18,266 personal prop- 
erty tax imposed for 1939 by 
Minnesota against the entire fleet 
of Planes operated in Minnesota 
and six other states and Canada 
by Northwest Airlines, Inc., of St. 
Paul. 

The company contended that 
Minnesota could constitutionally 
tax only the proportion of its air 
fleet used within that state. State 
officials asserted, however, that 
the tax was proper since the com- 
pany was domiciled within the 
state. 

Associate Justice Frankfurter 
delivered the majority decision. 
Chief Justice Stone and Associate 
Justice Roberts, Reed and Rut- 
ledge dissented, 

The majority opinion said North- 
west'’s principal place of business 
is in St. Paul and that that city 
is the home port of all its planes. 
It added: 

“The relation between North- 
west and Minnesota—a _ relation 
existing between no other state 
and Northwest—and the benefits 
which this relation affords are the 
constitutional foundation for the 
taxing power which Minnesota has 
asserted.” 

Harvester Co. Decision. 

The Supreme Court upheld a de- 
cision which denied the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co., Chicago, the 
right to recover gross income 
taxes collected by Indiana in 1935 
and 1936. 

Associate Justice Douglas deliv- 
ered the seven-to-one decision. As- 
sociate Justice Jackson dissented 
and Associate Justice Roberts 
took no part in the case. 

The company paid the taxes, on 
gross receipts from three classes 
of sales, and then sought a refund 
on the ground that the assess- 
ments constituted a burden on in- 
The Indiana 
Supreme Court upheld the legality 
of the taxes.

The Supreme Court held consti- 
tutional an Iowa use tax law 
which provides for a 2 per cent 
levy on personal property pur- 
chased outside for use in the state. 

Justice Frankfurter delivered 
the 7-to-2 opinion.

The counterattacking Chinese 
succeeded also in encircling the 
enemy at Chumatien, five miles 
south of Suiping, the announce- 
ment said. 

The Chinese counterattack at 
Suiping came at the point where 
a northern Japanese force merged 
last week with a southern column, 
completing conquest of the North- 
South rail line through the heart 
of Honan Province. It was the 
first break in the solid Japanese 
hold on the railway since its con- 
quest. 

At Loyang, 60 miles west of 
Chenghsien, the Japanese broke 
through after sharp flanking at- 
tacks from the south, Using 200 
tanks, the Japanese were reported 
converging on the city from the 
east, north and northwest. Latest 
reports said the Japanese were 
being held, Casualties were de- 
clared heavy on both sides. 

Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault’s 
Fourteenth Air Force bombed 
Japanese installations north of 
Loyang, hit artillery concentra- 
tions shelling the city from the 
south, and attacked concentrations 
of tanks and vehicles.

Belittles Nazis. 


According to Tito, the German 
soldier is not what he used to be.

Tito says the Germans are ad- 
vancing in several sectors in 
Yugoslavia in an effort to force 
the Partisans to waste supplies 
and prevent them from concen- 
trating on any one point at the 
moment of the Allied invasion in 
Europe. 

Tito admits the Allies are doing

NAVY CARGO PLANE

PHILADELPHIA, May 15 (AP). 
—A new welded stainless steel 
cargo plane, the Conestoga, is in 
full production at the Edward G. 
Budd Manufacturing Co. plant, 
the Navy announced today. 

The two-engine, 68-foot aircraft 
with an upsweep afterbody giving 
it the appearance of-a _ flying 
whale, is the first plane in which 
welded stainless steel has been 
used to a large extent, the Navy 
said. 

Doors on opposite sides of the 
fuselage permit launching of para- 
troops and supplies simultaneous- 
ly from both sides in contrast to 
conventional one-door transports. 

The cargo compartment, 25 feet 
long, eight feet wide and eight 
feet high, is made possible by a 
unique manner of attaching the 
wing to the fuselage without pass- 
ing the wing through the fuselage 
in the customary fashion. 

The floor of the cargo compart- 
ment remains level both on the 
ground and in flight as the plane 
is equipped with a tricycle land- 
ing gear.

A Dangerous Philosophy 


Repeal of the Indian exclusion law, proposed 
in bills introduced in Congress by Senator Lan- 
ger of North Dakota and Representatives Luce 
of Connecticut and Celler of New York, is a logi- 
cal sequel to repeal of the Chinese exclusion law. 

As in the Chinese legislation, the numbers in- 
volved are so small that what is proposed is 
more token than substance. Only 75 nationals 
of India a year would be permitted entry into the 
United States, and the number of nationals in 
this country who would become eligible to citi- 
zenship is estimated at only 2000, 

The principal basis on which the reform is 
being urged by the India League of America is 
that it would proclaim to the world that the 
United States stands for racial democracy. This 
would offset propaganda by which the Japanese 
are attempting to persuade the people of India 
—as they earlier tried to persuade the Chinese 
—that their military ally is their racial enemy. 
The Japanese invasion of the Indian State of 
Manipur, on the Burma border, gives timely 
emphasis to the importance of a testament of 
racial good will by us. 

As a matter of good democracy and of good 
military strategy as well, Congress’ whole duty 
is plainly to remove all barriers that are based 
on the arbitrary factor of race alone. Such a 
gesture is.favored by Dr. Rufus V. von KleinSmid, 
president of the University of Southern Califor- 
nia and chancellor of the Institute of World Af- 
fairs and of the Los Angeles University of In- 
ternational Relations, 

Our Asiatic exclusion discriminates against the 
people of Afghanistan, Burma, India, Indo-China, 
Japan, Korea, Malaya, Netherlands Indies, Phil- 
ippines and Thailand. No proposal has been 
made, or is likely to be made, which would per- 
mit sizable—or indeed more than token—immi- 
gration from these countries. But blanket ex- 
clusion of races represents an undemocratic 
philosophy which is now dangerous ag well, for 
it stands in the way of the international under- 
standings on which we hope to build a peace. 
Have we ourselves the understanding to make 
thig start?

Needed: An Explanation 

By delaying action on a new contract for main- 
tenance of the city’s street lights, the Public Util- 
ities Committee of the Board of Aldermen has 
put itself in a position calling for explanation. 

An earlier three-year contract under which the 
city paid about $16,500 a month expired last Dec. 
12. More than three months later, the firm which 
had held that contract and which was continuing 
to perform the service under temporary 90-day 
extensions was sold for $150,000. The firm’s prin- 
cipal asset at that time wag the city job, con- 
tinuance of which was uncertain because a bill 
had been introduced to authorize the letting of 
a new contract by competitive bidding. 

No good reason has been given in public state- 
ments by Chairman Gus A. Hartkopf as to why 
action on ‘the new contract has been held up. 

It cannot escape notice that failure to act on 
the bill for a new contract means the job re- 


maing in the hands of the present contractor. It _ 
is obvious that the contracting firm must retain © 


the business for a considerable period, either un- 
der extension of the old contract or under a new 
contract in order to justify the new owners in 
their purchase of the business at the price they 
paid. 

On the other hand, the city has the alternative 
of doing the maintenance job itself or letting a 
new contract. 

Whatever is done, it should be done after the 
fullest publicity, which might very well include 
a hearing at which all pertinent facts would be 
presented. This is no time for shifty action by 
an aldermanic committee. 
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‘““Who Covereth the Heaven...” 


It shall be told in after times how there came 
a vision in the village of Ipswich in East Anglia 
in the land of England, which is a harbor town 
of good works on the river called Gipping.

There were some who spoke of the words of 
those doubters of Jerusalem who came to Gol- 
gotha and said: If thou be He, save thyself and 
come down from the cross. 

There were some who thought upon the words 
of Pilate, who said in fear to the chief priests 
and Pharisees, against the rising of the deceiver: 
Ye have a watch. 

For although this vision was far in space from 
the reign of Tiberius Caesar and far from the 
lands of Judea and Galilee, there were wicked 
men who had brought darkness across the wa- 
ters, and who kept iron watch against deliver- 
ance in a place of strife and shadow and deso- 
lation. 

There were some who believed not in the won- 
drous sign. They said: One year ago, to the mid- 
dle of the month, a like thing was seen to the 
north of Copenhagen. Yet this was no cross, 
but the great rock called Gibraltar, and the bay 
thereof, and the growing green about it, and 
the structures of man upon it, and it vanished 
after three hours with the coming of the Nordic 
night. 

And they said: In the air itself are the makings 
of visions, and the heat and the light of it, 
moisture ahd ice of it, bring to the sight such 
snares for the mind of man that he shall fall 
down and declare glory to a false truth. 

And there were others who said: Did not such 
wondrous things take place in the land of Egypt? 
Was not the sea divided? Was there not a cloud 
by day to lead them, and by night a light of 
fire? Did not waters gush from the smitten 
rock, and was not manna and flesh rained from 
the heavens that man might eat angels’ food? 
There wag a bush that burned. There were tab- 
lets struck from the stone of Sinai. There was 
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an angel come unto Gethsemane. It is written: 
I will even make a way in the wilderness, and 
rivers in the desert. Do you not believe? 

And it came to pass that those who did not 
believe kept their own counsel, and those who 
believed kept the vision in their hearts like a 
light to shine there. For the scourge was near 
and the time of trial at hand, the sword un- 
sheathed and the prayers of none despised. 
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Sound Compromise on Counties 


Missouri’s 114 counties were laid out in dimen- 
sions to fit the needs of horse-and-buggy travel. 
Autos and highways have removed the necessity 
for such small units, so what the State needs 
to modernize its local government is a wholesale 
process of consolidation, County loyalties and 
political claims die hard, however, so the Consti- 
tutional Convention has decided a consolidation 
program ig not practicable. In its place, several 
ingenious devices have been set up. They are 
the next best thing to consolidation, and they 
create so sensible a procedure as to make a strong 
case for approval by the voters. 

One phase of this program would enable coun- 
ties to choose the form of organization best suit- 
ed to their needs. A smaller county obviously 
needs fewer officials than a larger one, yet the 
present Constitution provides a uniform and in- 
flexible system. Under the new plan, smaller 
counties could eliminate some officials; larger 
ones could create new governing bodies or adopt 
an entirely new governmental plan, such as a 
county manager system. 

Another provision permits counties to co-op- 
erate in certain facilities. Smaller units could 
go together to buy and operate road-building ma- 
chinery, to build and maintain a jail or a hospi- 
tal. This would eliminate a great deal of dupli- 
cation, and mean real economy for taxpayers. 

It is also planned to authorize mergers of ad- 
jacent counties, by separate majority vote of each 
county. Another provision would permit a coun- 
ty government to be dissolved by two-thirds vote, 
then to permit part or all of the county to be 
annexed to a neighbor. 

These various possibilities should be sufficient 
to achieve the major objectives of outright con- 
solidation, without the antagonisms which efforts 
toward mergers would arouse.

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The Issue in the Poll Tax Vote 


The impending vote in the Senate today was 
not on the poll tax issué but purely and simply 
on whether or not the Senate should be allowed 
to express itself on the poll tax as a prerequisite 
to voting. 

The vote decided the fate of a petition— 
spearheaded by Majority Leader Barkley of Ken- 
tucky and Senator Mead of New York—to limit 
debate to 96 hours. The petition’s purpose was to 
break the filibuster which had been holding up 
the Senate since last Thursday and to settle the 
issue in the manner of freemen—by voting on it. 

What wag the opposition’s objection to so rea- 
sonable @ proposition? Senator Bilbo of Missis- 
sippi, one of the most unreasonable antagonists 
of the anti-poll tax bill, stated the only objection 
in his address to the Mississippi Legislature this 
spring: 

While I am prepared to speak and filibus- 
ter this damnable bill for 18 months to kill it, 
yet I warn you that if our colleagues in the 


Senate ever succeed in invoking the cloture 
rule, which stops debate, the bill will pass. 


Bilbo does not believe in majority rule, then? 
He does not believe in the democratic process? 
He believes, rather, in rule by the few who hap- 
pen to share his prejudices. This is the type of 
opposition to the democratic anti-poll tax bill. 
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A Commercialized Sentiment 

And again, on the day after Mother's day, comes 
the perennial question why so spontaneous, 60 
individualistic a sentiment ag filial affection must 
be organized as though for an invasion. Like 
Christmas, like Easter, Mother’s day has become 
a date to be remembered on pain of hurting one’s 
mother’s feelings or of feeling guilty within one- 
self, a date to scratch off the calendar with a 
gift, a message, a kiss, or a flower in the lapel. 

These things are good? Most assuredly. But 
why must we line up in close formation to do 
them? When was it ever possible to make honest 
feeling come and go with the application and re- 
lease of publicity? Is mother to become a Com- 
munity Chest drive? If so, the job of remember- 
ing her should be delegated to a bureau which 
would select a gift, an appropriate message to 
go with it, and above all a time when such ob- 
servances were not being advertised to the four 
winds. 

Mother’s day is a Frankenstein creation. In 
memory of her mother, Anna Jarvis, its spinster 
founder, waged a campaign of letters urging oth- 
ers to “visit your mother, wear a flower in her 
honor, and display the American flag.” Only 
seven years later, she was working even harder 
to stem the rising tide of commercialization. Bit- 
ter years of heartache followed. In desperation 
she brought lawsuits, was arrested for disturbing 
the peace of a mothers’ meeting, sought out and 
denounced the Postmaster General for issuing a 
Mother’s day stamp. And in November, 1943, 
she voluntarily entered a sanitarium, money gone, 
health broken, mind unhinged. If others deplore 
commercialized holidays, it was given to Anna 
Jarvis to be lost in the widening gulf between 
her ideal and the organized movement. 

An organized concentration of sentiment, be it 
never so genuinely felt, cannot take the place 
of unstudied feeling and thoughtful act.

War Disabilities and Jobs 


The ae 
Public Opinion | 


Physical checkup before employment of veteran should help 
determine type of work to be done, specialist says; specific job 
should be changed if employe shows etrain; disfigurements and de- 
formities of all kinds will present a challenging problem to industry. 


Dr. William A. Sawyer, Medical Director, Eastman Kodak Co., in a Panel 
Discussion of the National Association of Manufacturers 


The majority of the men coming back 
from the services will return unimpaired 
physically. What are some of the physical 
disabilities which we must be prepared to 
meet? 

First, disfigurements and deformities of 
all kinds, 
dividuals so disfigured they cannot return 
to their former jobs. For instance, a sales- 
man with a part of his jaw shot away will 
be unable to make satisfactory contacts 
with the public. 

Second, the loss of eyes or varying de- 
grees of loss of vision. We have by no 
means explored all the jobs such individu- 
als can perform. 

Third, the loss of limbs. More has been 
done in accommodating these cases to pro- 
ductive output than any other type of dis- 
ability. The Caterpillar Tractor Co. has 
been in the forefront in this effort and is 
already employing a fairly large number 
of blind, deaf and dumb, and crippled. 


There will be the problem of in- 


Nerve Cases Come First 


Fourth, tropical diseases, malaria, some 
of the dysenteries and other infections may 
be particularly new types of problems. 
There will be increased lost time from 
these service-acquired disabilities. 

Fifth, diseases of the heart, blood vessels, 
lungs and gastro-intestinal system, togeth- 
er with arthritic and other joint and struc- 
tural conditions aggravated by war serv- 
ice. 

This is, of course, only a partial list. In 
order of numberg of cases, the neuropsy- 
chiatric ranks first with heart disease, eye 
conditions, tuberculosis and physical de- 
formities. 

Of 4700 cases recently discharged in 
which psychoneurosis was again first, sec- 
ond came ulcers. A great many cases of 
these ulcers have been cured by changing 
a man’s job in the Army. Perhaps that 
might be applied to industry. 


Job Placement by Doctors 


A complete physical examination will as- 
sist employment experts in selecting the 
best type of work. It may be necessary to 
transfer these men several times before the 
right niche is found. 

I recently heard of a man from one of 
the combat areas who was put to work in 
a department where riveting was being 
done. The noise was too much like ma- 
chine guns. He could not take it. He was 
transferred then to the office, but here the 
noise of the typewriters got him. He was 
let go. 

Perhaps this man was unemployable for 
the present, On the other hand, there 
might have been a quiet spot somewhere 
if they had cared to try again. 


What are some of the obstacles and dif- 
ficulties in re-employing disabled veterans? 

In the first place, there will be some so 
severely disfigured and disabled they can- 
not be taken in. Some cases will not adapt 
themselves to the routine of industry. 
Some will adapt poorly to noise, repetitive 
operations, production incentive methods, 
the length of the work day, swing shifts. 
In short, they do not belong in the factory. 

All efforts should be directed to re-estab- 
lishing these men in gainful occupations. In 
some instances, they will not be able to 
earn a full wage. A partial wage plus a 
pension may be adequate. 


Disabled veterans sometimes find job 
placement difficult because of insurance 
risks and accident compensation costs. 
Perhaps there could be some reimburse- 
ment in these cases where there was a 
definite loss due to accident, 


The Well Have Problems 


There should be periodic follow-up exam- 
inations to determine how they are stand- 
ing up under the stress and strain of the 
task. This will be a means of preventing 
crack-ups, It will help to avoid discour- 
agements. In some instances, vacations, 
periodic rest periods and part-time employ- 
ment may have to be considered. Some 
may have to be assigned to light work 
with reduced hours or intermittent labor. 


All ex-service men will have some prob- 
lems of readjustment, whether they are dis- 
abled or not. Even those apparently per- 
fectly normal will be under some strain in 
the transition from an active out-of-door 
life to a routine indoor task, They will be- 
come dissatisfied and restless, particularly 
those who have somewhat unstable tem- 
peraments.

War Stories of 12 Fighters 
Told in Their Own Words 


“This Is It,” by Harry Davis. (Vanguard Press, 
New York.) 


In his very new book, Harry Davis has 
assembled the stories of 12 service men, a 
representative group chosen at random 
from all branches of the service. Davis 
lets them tell their own stories. Regard- 
less of the necessary editing, the reader 
senses the change in tempo and in per- 
sonality as he moves from one account te 
another. Davis had a purpose behind his 
collection. He wanted America to know 
how much it had demanded of its youth 
and how miraculously those demands had 
been fulfilled. 

Davis writes by way of preface: “In this 
book are the quiet voices of this new and 
somewhat awesome breed of fighting men, 
telling what they saw and felt as they met 
the shock of war.” No two men reacted 
to the tragedy of war in the same way; 
no two had exactly the same experience. 
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William Cabe, merchant mariner aboard 
a tanker which was torpedoed in the At- 
lantic, tells a gripping and horrible story 
of fighting to get free of a whole ocean 
that was one blazing inferno of flames 
leaping hundreds of feet into the air. Com- 
mando Vernon Eagle (who says that Com 
mandos do not “strike at dawn” but in 
the middle of the night) has his own tale 
of horror: of a Messerschmitt raid on a 
moving train, of explosive shelis, shrapnel, 
steam from the boiler of the crippled loco- 
motive, screams—all a matter of exactly 
15 seconds—and then a “vacuum of stil- 
ness.” Eagle was one of the injured who 
fell beside the tracks; only by luck his 
story is included in Mr. Davis’ collection. 

As we read, we know what it is to pick 
up German submarine survivors, to be 
shipwrecked in the North Atlantic and 
later to be rescued from a raft—a man 
encased in ice! We know what it must 
have meant in the landing at Algiers to 
have the motor of the landing barge go 
dead when you were headed at night for 
your rendezvous; to be so badly wounded 
that the chaplain prayed and made mo- 
tions over you, and you knew somehow 
that it was the last rites, and you didn’t 
want to die, and decided that you wouldn't: 
to be forced into a trap at El Guettar, and 
to be so scared that you had to keep talk- 
ing every minute or you would have 
screamed—and an officer can’t allow him 
self to do that. 


All this the reader knows and can un- 
derstand, but it is harder to understand 
Pvt. Irizzary, who got two medals in North 
Africa: the D. S. C. for shooting the en- 
emy and the Purple Heart for having the 
enemy shoot him. He saw action for only 
72 hours, and was on his way back home 
—as quick as that. His account of those 
72 hours of almost slapstick heroics is a 
story to tell and re-tell. 

There are other stories, any one of which 
could have been enlarged to book length, 
but the expanded story would have lost the 
punch and poignancy of the brief account,

Women in War Work 


HE Government is perturbed 


T 


because there is still a serious 


shortage of workers in war industries, and apparently the only 
labor reservoir still unexhausted is that of unemployed women. 


The Government is making an effort to publicize the shortage and 
persuade women to take up war jobs. 


In this connection, they have 
made a sample poll and discovered 
that 73 per cent of the women 
questioned are aware of the short- 
age. But 41 per cent declared they 
Were needed at home; 26 per cent 
said they were physically unequal 
to the work; 9 per cent claimed in- 
adequate training; 4 per cent said 
their husbands were opposed; 10 
per cent said they did not believe 
they were needed. 


It is clear, therefore, that the 
chief trouble lies with the 41 per 
cent who say they cannot leave 
home, and the 36 per cent who be-. 
lieve themselves physically unable, 
or unneeded. 


Exhortation Won’t Help. 


I believe in the sincerity of both 
arguments, and exhortation will 
not overcome real difficulties. 


Few American homes employ 
servants. If they did, more ser- 
vants could be released to fac-. 
tories, while housewives take over 
their own homes. But with 35 
million homes in America, there 
are only 1,500,000 women normally 
in domestic service, and an un-

They lunge at 
each other, hurl spears, swords or their own 
bodies about with fine abanden and, when they 
are vanquished, fall to the ground with a great 
and resounding thud, They tear at each other 
with an impressive indication of ferocity and 
they leap on their opponent as if he had just 
stolen a scene from them.

I HAD A RATHER nerve-wracking lesson 
in this fact of the Chinese drama the other 
night when a kind and perhaps too hospitable 
management, remembering my status as a some- 
time drama critic, seated me in the front row 
at the performance of a historical work dealing 
with the fall of the Ming Dynasty. It was 
certainly a ringside seat and it reminded me 
of the late Don Skene, the sports writer, who 
used to have boxers and wrestlers thrown in 
his lap regularly. 

There were a number of battles in the course 
of the tumultuous events leading up to the fall 
‘of the last Ming Emperor, and I was in the 
midst of all of them. Large and formidable gen- 
tlemen, fully armed and aching for combat, 
hacked at each other, hurled javelins and 
tumbled to their death just above me, and every 
moment I expected to find a warrior in my lap.

DOZENS OF THEM died horribly just a 
couple of feet from me, and as they fell they 
showed an interesting propensity for bouncing 
a few times in their death throes and sliding 
up to the footlights or an inch or so beyond. 
Somehow they always managed to catch them- 
selves just in time, but that did not end the 
peril of sitting in the front row. If it wasn’t 
an actor about to descend on you it was a spear 
that flashed about your head and threatened 
to pierce your throat or a slashing sword that 
threatened decapitation. 

Even that did not end the danger. There 
were scenes in which houses or cities were set 
on fire, and these, too. were managed with great 
gusto. The property man would come out with 
gzome substance in a small piece of paper and, 
as he tossed it upward, it would burst into a 
pillar of flame. It was pictorially impressive, 
but it was also considerably more than that, 
for the flamie would inevitably come within an 
inch or two of a long crepe beard, with which 
the actors were plentifully supplied. I still do 
mot see how two or three conflagrations were 
averted.

THE DRAMA in which all of this excitement 
took place was, I think it is time to tell you, 
called “Ming Mo Yi Hung,” or, as it was trans- 
lated for me, “Regret for the Last Days of the 
Ming Dynasty.” In form it is not the conven- 
tional Peking opera, which is the classic dramatic 
form of the Chinese theater, and in which the 
singing is done to Chinese violins and cymbals. 
It was an older type, known ag the Kun Chu or 
flute play. 

This, I hope, is enough of erudition. As criti- 
eism, let me add that the six hours the work 
ran seemed to me a trifle excessive. By the 
time the poor Emperor, to avoid inevitable doom, 
had hanged himself on Coal Hill in Peking, 1 
was a little worn out. The audience, though, 
which included a number of children in arms 
or running about the aisles, sat there calmly and 
happily and didn’t seem to agree with me that 
a few dozen scenes could have been cut. 
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THAT IS THE ONLY objection I have to 
make, and it is a racial rather than an esthetic 
one. The show was pictorial, colorful and vivid, 
and the battle scenes were miracles of grace, 
energy and enthusiasm. There is a formaliza- 
tion so extreme that it seems to me to take 
zome of the emotion away from the proceedings, 
but even some of the conventions can be of 
remarkable pictorial interest. 


For example, there is the matter of make-up. 
Somehow I find it comforting if not completely 
pursuasive to learn that all traitors have gro- 
tesquely whitened faces that make them look 
both craven and horrible. Here assuredly is 
another case where art has improved upon na- 
ture. It would be a most commendable thing 
if providence could follow the Chinese drama’s 
invention and make the fifth columnists of this 
world so readily recognizable.

ASE C-243: Carlton D., aged 35, is a prominent medical 
C professor , “I have been very much interested in your 

psychology column which appears in my home newspaper,” 
he commented at a convention which we recently attended. 
“Since most of us professional men had little or no instruction 
in Applied Psychology, your column supplements our university 
training. And I should think the laymen would deem it. in- 
valuable. You offer them ideas and scientific facts that I 
have never seen presented to the general public heretofore. 
I suppose, however, that you are subject to heavy criticism, 
since you indict wrongs in every field from religion to politics: 
from business to education. Some months ago I noticed you 
had an unusually good article on the use of animals in medical 
school laboratories. 
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“AS A PSYCHOLOGIST, I have had to testify a number of 
times before the state legislature, for anti-vivisectionists concoct 
such sob stories that the legislators often are prone to believe 
them. People seem eager to believe harrowing falsehoods, in 
preference to the plain truth. As you know, we do experiment 
with animals, but we treat them with consideration and kind- 
ness. Where do people think our vaccines for smallpox, 
tetanus and countless other ailments would come from, if we 
couldn't use animals? And how could we standardize drugs 
without them? Right now we are employing monkeys in the 


hope of obtaining vaccines against infantile paralysis or polio. 


And every person who is using insulin, owes a debt to animals, 
and wouldn't be alive today if we hadn't experimented with the 


latter.” - * * 


WHEN A LAYMAN is permitted to witness a surgical 
operation on a human being, he may often think the doctor is 
cruel to cut through the flesh and expose the gall bladder or 
other organs. But the patient is anesthetized, and the sur- 
geon's cutting is a regular part of a scientific technique which 
saves lives. Similarly, a squeamish visitor may witness an 
operation on a dog, and thereafter publish horrifying accounts 
of the cruelty he witnessed. The dog was anesthetized, and 
the operation was performed with regular hospital sterility and 
asepsis. But many people will raise an illogical cry to high 
heaven indicating me and other scientists who have used ani- 
mals for vital laboratory work. You regular readers of this 
column surely know me well enough to realize I would not be 
cruel to a dog or cat, and I am probably typical of the average 
scientist in this regard. The anti-vivisectionists try to recruit 
famous people, whose names they then list on their letterheads 
as opposed to vivisection. They cite Queen Victoria and Charles 
Dickens, Mark Twain and others, but what knowledge did 
Queen Victoria possess of modern medica] requirements? The 
average longevity today has passed 60 years, being almost 
double what it was in George Washington's day. How have we 
made possible this lengthened life span? By saving babies, as 
well aS prolonged adult life, through use of vaccines and surgi- 
cal techniques first developed by experimenting on animals.

MENUS FOR TUESDAY. 


Breakfast. 

Orange juice, six; hot oat meal, 
four generous servings; sweet 
rolls, eight bought. 

Luncheon. 

Deviled eggs, six eggs, to 
mashed egg yolks add salt, pep- 
per, a little scraped onion, mayon- 
naise and vinegar to suit taste; 
creamed carrots, one bunch car- 
rots, one and one-half cups medi- 
um cream sauce; whole wheat 
rolls, eight bought; chocolate fruit 
bars, eight bought, 

Dinner. 

Codfish balls in tomato sauce, 
freshen a 10-ounce package salt 
codfish according to directions; 
peel one and one-third pounds po- 
tatoes and cut into quarters. Place 
in a saucepan, barely cover with 
water, lay codfish on top of the 
potatoes. Cover. Boil until cod- 
fish and potatoes are tender. Drain 
and mash the two together. Add 
two tablespoons margarine, and 
one cup hot milk, and beat until 
light and fuffy. Beat in one egg 
and add the one teaspoon grated 
onion. Chill for one-half hour. 
Shape into balls or patties and 
brown well] on all sides in bacon 
drippings. Serve with tomato 
sauce. Use one pint home canned 
tomatoes.. Buttered asparagus, 
two pounds. Head lettuce salad, 
one smal] head lettuce, 1000 Island 
dressing. Cornmeal bread, favor- 
ite recipe. Lemon meringue pie 
one &inch baked pastry suell. Mix 
five tablespoons cornstarch, three- 
fourth cups sugar, and one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, in top of double boil- 
er. Add one and one-half cups 
boiling water and cook over direct 
heat until it boils and mixture is 
thick and clear. Beat three egg 
yolks and stir in a little of the 
hot mixture. Pour back into dou- 
ble boiler and cook two minutes 
longer with constant stirring. Re- 
move from heat, add six table 
spoons lemon juice, one-fourth 
teaspoon grated lemon rind. Pour 
into baked shell. Beat three egg 
whites. Add six tablespoons sugar 
gradually and beat until stiff. 
Bake at 350 degrees Fahrenheit.

The Doctor 
Gives Facts

E go along making lists of 
W foods that are “good for you” 

—gsuch, notably, as carrots and 
spinach and milk. The question 
arises are any foods bad for you? 
Of course I don’t mean frankly 
poisonous substances that may be 
eaten as foods by mistake, such as 
totadstools for mushrooms; or con- 
taminated foods, such as cans that 
have botulism, or uncured meats 
that have trichina, or plain food 
poisoning from foods infected with 
germs. I mean good food that we 
eat regularly. Do any such com- 
mon foods cause disease? 


Well, several have been accused 
from time to time. Tomatoes and 
cancer is one combination which 
we can dismiss as purely a mis- 
take in statistics and reasoning. 
Just because a neighbor down the 
street used to eat lots of tomatoes 
and then came down with cancer 
is no proof, 

Meat and salt, however, have 
come in for accusations that have 
some basis, and demand consider- 
ation. Meat, so the accusation 
runs, is not one of nature’s foods. 


Ergo, when we eat it we are go- 
ing against nature and will suffer. 
Many doctors prohibit meat to 
their patients who have Bright’s 
disease, high blood pressure, ar- 
thritis and gout, so by an argu- 
ment equally fallacious it is con- 
cluded that meat causes these dis- 
eases. Personally I am convinced 
that meat does not cause any dis- 
ease and that it is a wholesome 
and valuable and harmless part of 
man’s diet. But is there any evi- 
dence for or against this view?

SO FAR AS THE relationship 
between meat eating and high 
blood pressure, hardening of the 
arteries and Bright’s disease is 
concerned, we have, for instance, 
the evidence of Dr. William A. 
Thomas, who accompanied the 
McMillan Arctic Expedition and, 
with their diet in mind, examined 
a group of Eskimos. All Eskimos 
live practically entirely on meat 
from the time they are weaned. 
Babies are nursed by the mothers 
for four to six years until their 
teeth are strong enough to eat 
meat. 

Dr. Thomas examined 142 adults 
between the ages of forty and 
sixty years, Of these only three 
had blood pressures which an 
American life insurance company 
would consider too high. In a 
group of nine Eskimos over sixty 
years of age none had a blood 
pressure over 140. Evidence of 
kidney or Bright’s disease was 
present in only 13 of a group of 
202 Eskimos over sixty years of 
age. This is below the average 
of most of our population who live 
on- a mixed diet. ~ 


Dr. Vilhjalmar Stefansson, the 
Arctic explorer, offered to live in 
the climate of New York and eat 
an exclusive meat diet. He was 
examined regularly by physicians 
expert in such diseases and after 
two years there was no change in 
his blood pressure, no evidence of 
increased hardening of the arter- 
ies and no evidence of kidney 
damage in his urine.

SALT IS ANOTHER article of 
diet about which similar accusa- 
tions have been made, The idea 
started in 1904 when Ambard and 
Beaujard, two French physicians, 
stated that blood pressure was in- 
fluenced by the amount of salt in 
the diet. For a long time after this 
any unfortunate person who was 
found to have a blood pressure one 
millimeter over normal was not 
allowed to have enough salt to 
help get up a decent sweat. There 
is no record that this regimen ever 
did anybody any good, Later Berg- 
er and Feinberg, in a carefully 
controlled series of experiments, 
proved that blood pressure was 
not influenced to any appreciable 
extent either by removing salt 
from the diet, or adding it -in ex- 
cessive amount, A regular intake 
of salt is one of the Caste neces- 
sities of animal life, Any excess 
you may take does no harm, but 
is excreted leaving no trace.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

RIDAY morning at nine-thirty 

I went out to Forest Glen, the 

Army convalescent hospital 
connected with Walter Reed hos- 
pital, and attended an hour of 
discussion which was part of a 
series which they are conducting 
out there to better prepare cit- 
izens for their responsibilities in 
the future. 

In the afternoon I attended the 
tea given by the Democratic 
Women’s National Council. This 
is an annual affair, but this year 
it was given for the girls in the 
miiitary services, many of whom 
were present. 

On Saturday I attended a 
luncheon given by the Guidance 
and Personnel Association of the 
District of Columbia. It is made 
up of educators and guidance and 
personnel workers in Government 
and in the schools. They were 
particularly interested in the prob- 
lems of young people who are pre- 
paring now for employment in 
the postwar world. I think this 
is a subject of great importance, 
for it is difficult to forecast the 
kind of preparation that young 
people will need in the rather 
complicated period which will fol- 
low the end of the war. We can 
well afford to spend some time 
thinking this problem through. 

In the afternoon I attended the 
graduation exercises of another 
large group of cadet nurses, and 
I am very proud that so many 
young women are answering this 
call to service. 

It has been brought to my at- 
tention that in New York City, 
Mayor LaGuardia inaugurated a 
project known as the fur vest 
project, which is carried through 
by the fur industry workers in 


the city. They asked for dona- 
tions of used furs, and their 
workers make these furs into fur- 
lined vests for the merchant ma- 
rine of the United Nations. Of 
course, they go primarily to those 
who sail the northern seas. Wom- 
en all over the country have been 
sending in used furs, and 75,000 
fur-lined vests have already been 
made. Congratulations to an in- 
dustry which found something 
useful to do for the war effort, 
even though one would not gen- 
a think of it as a war indus- 
ry.

Most of the North players 
opened the bidding with a pre- 
emptive three spades, after that 
East-West had about all they 
could do to get into the right de- 
nomination, hearts, for a final 
contract of their own—there was 
no time left to investigate the 
safety of a slam. As a matter of 
fact the slam was very diffi- 
cult to make, and couldn’t have 
been made at all against a dia- 
mond lead by North, but the point 
is that the intention of these 
Norths was well served. 

The same could not be said for 
the tactics of one North player. 
He passed originally, and then, 
after East had bid one club, 
South had passed, and West had 
responded with one heart, he tried 
to make amends for that pase by 
jumping all the way to four 
spades! The effort was unsuc- 
cessful, as it figured to be. East- 
West swept him to six hearts and 
brought home that contract. 

The absurdity of this particular 
North's bidding psychology should 
be apparent. He was afraid to 
risk a vulnerable bid for even nine 
tricks, but in the face of infor- 
mation that was definitely unfav- 
orable he then threw caution to 
the winds and raised his sights to 
the 10 trick level. More impor- 
tant, he passed up the chance to 
make matters really difficult for 
the enemy, and tried to substitute 
a belated defense for imaginative 
preventive action.
